P. H. S. FULLY RECOGNIZED 


The milk board 
the Illinois Milk 
Producers Association, which has had 
charge of the milk strike hav e issued or­ 
ders that the indiv idual members can 
sign up with the Bowman Dairy Com­ 
pany and other concerns, who offer to 
pay $1.47 1-2 or better. 
But that un­ 
der no consideration shall anyone sell 
their milk to the Borden people. 


The latter concern has withdrawn 
their contract books and will reopen them 
Friday with a new price. 


The abov e orders were read and 
coiksidered by the local organization at 
Palatine, 111. Wednesday morning bu 
the farmers refused to be gov erned by 
them aud unanimously v oted to hold for 
$1.50 per hundred pounds, which is 3c 
a quart. 


The milk producers of Barrington, at 
Crystal Lake and one or two other 
places hav e taken the same v iew of the 
situation as did the Palatine farmers and 
are still holding out against the Bowman 
Company. 
The 
milk boards of the 
sev eral towns hav e been in joint con­ 
ference and some definite action will be 
taken Saturday. 
The idea of the milk association is to 
cripple the Borden plants. 
The Bow- 
mams hav e consented to contract for 
large quantities of milk heretofore going 
to the former 
concern. 
The Sutton 
farmers are ready to sell to Bowman at 
Barrington, as soon as the Barrington 
farmers are taken care of. 
Ev en if the farmers sign at the prices of­ 
fered by the Bowman Dairy Company, 
the farmers can consider that 
they 
hav e won a great v ictory. 
There are 
1 1,000 milk producers for the Chicago 
market. 
With only a membership of 
3,600, one third of the total number, 
this association has obtained a price av er­ 
aging 22c higher for the summer mcMiths 
than last summer. 
This means that the 
av erage farmer making 200 pounds will 
receiv e nearly $ 14.00 more per monffi 
dian laM year. 
The 65 score requro- 
ment for the I Oc additional which is of­ 
fered by the Bowman plant is preferred 
to the <^er cff the Bordens, who require 
3.8 milk to get the 10 cents.

Gibbs this v icinity has been sav ed from 
an epidemic of mad dogs. Last Friday 
afternoon Wm. Rasher killed a dog hav ­ 
ing symptoms of rabies in the Thomas 
woods west of town and Mrs. Louis 
Luerssen called Dr. Gibbs telling him of 
the occurrence. The doctor promptly 
amputated the head and took it into 
Chicago where an examination was 
made by the Chicago Board of Health, 
whose report follows:

Dear Doctor: 
With reference to the dog’s head 
submitted by you on March 22nd. for 
the diagnosis of rabies, 1 beg to report 
that the brain of the animal shows un­ 
mistakable ev idences of the presence of 
this disease.

The dog had bitten sev eral chickens 
and other dogs, all of which hav e been 
killed. The dog of August Timmer- 
mann showed signs of the disease before 
ita death. 
The dog who spread the 
disease was a collie weighing about 85 
pounds. Parlies who saw the dog about 
their place should watch their animals 
carefully for traces of the disease.

Cleveland, Ohio, March 
26.—More 
than 7,000 lives were lost in the fierce 
flood which swept through Ohio leav­ 
ing in its trail damage estim ated far 
Into the millions. 
The state is paraly zed. 
Railroads, 
trolley , telephone and telegraph traffic 
Is block ed and the cities in which 
hundreds of lives have been lost are 
cut off almost entirely 
from 
com­ 
munication with the rest of the world. 
Rumored 6,540 Drowned. 
Acording to reports which are be­ 
lieved authentic, 5,000 were drowned 
in Day ton, fully 1,000 in Hamilton and 
540 in Piqua. 
Millions of dollars’ 
damage 
has 
been done to property , fully 75,000 
people are homeless and appeals for 
aid have been sent out to the Red 
Cross. 
In Day ton alone 30,000 people 
are homeless. 
Reservoirs Give Way . 
The 
four 
day s’ 
continous 
rain 
filled every reservoir in the state and 
a number of them undermined dams 
and poured their contents Into the 
valley s. 
A wall of w'ater seven feet 
high rushed down into Miami valley . 
The levees along 
the 
Miami river 
brok e and the residents of Day ton 
along the river were forced to flee 
for their lives. 
The rush of W’ater 
was 80 great, however, that houses 
were undermined and carried along In 
the swift current. 
Hundreds 
were 
drowned before they had a chance to 
seek places of safety 
The w ater crept higher and higher, 
and finally it was thirteen feet deep 
at the Union station. 
Some p arts of 
the city were under thirty feet of wa­ 
ter. 
May or Say s 5,000 Lost. 
It was at first reported that 8,000 
were drowned in Day ton. 
Later 
a 
message was received 
from a tele­ 
phone operator in the Day ton 
ex­ 
change that he could see hundreds 
of bodies floating through the street 
p ast the telephone building. The may ­ 
or of Day ton, who had escaped from 
the flood, sent a message declaring 
that 5,000 persons were drowned in 
the city , that 30,000 were'homeless and 
that the situation was appalling. 
At ten o’clock last night the dam of 
a reservoir north of Hamilton burst, 
and a great flood swept down upon the 
city . 
According to word from refu­ 
gees, more than one thousand people 
were drowned. 
540 Dead at Piqua. 
In Piqua the river burst the levees, 
poured through the town and trapped 
hundrediS of people in their 
homes. 
The swrift 
current 
undermined 
the 
homes, and it is estim ated that 540 
were swept to their death. 
In Delaware, the Olentangy river be­ 
came a lak e which covered most of 
the city . 
It is estim ated that fully 
one thousand were drowned. 
People wrere left clinging to trees, 
roof-tops and telegraph poles, cry ing 
for assistance. 
Owing to the swift 
current in the river, the work of res­ 
cue was dufficult. 
Damage in Cleveland $2,000,000. 
In 
Cleveland, 
while 
no 
lives 
were lost, the damage will reach $2,- 
000,000. 
The Cuy ahoga 
river swept 
through the manufacturing district in 
the flats, closed down hundreds 
of 
mills and left more than^fifty thou­ 
sand work ers idle. 
The East Third 
street bridge was destroy ed when a 
big steam er was swept from its moor­ 
ings and crashed into it 


Thousands of dollars worth of lum­ 
ber was swept from the river and out 
Into the lak e. 
Ffremen were k ept 
busy dy namiting lumber jam s at the 
bridges. 
In 
Youngstown. 
26,000 
work men 
were forced to quit work when most 
of the big induBtries were shut down 
by the flood. 
All bridges in the city 
are guarded. 
Fifteen Missing st Middletown. 
The big bridge over the Miami river 
at Middletown was swept away , fifteen 
persons are missing . and scores 
of 
houses are floating down stream. 
Two companies 
of state 
National 
Guard have been sent to Hamilton to 
help preserve 
order. 
Five 
were 
drowned there. 
Larue, Marion county , sent an ap­ 
peal for help to (Jovemor Cox. 
The 
town is inundated 
and people 
have 
» ought refuge on the roofs 
of their 
houses. 
Nineteen Dead in Delaware. 
The number of k nown dead in Dela­ 
ware is nineteen, and from thirty -five 
to forty are missing. 
It is reported 
the may or, B. V. Leas, is among the 
drowned. 
In W est Liberty an engine and one 
car rolled 
down 
an 
em bank ment 
washed out by the flooded Mad river. 
The conductor was drowned and sev­ 
eral bodies were seen floating away , 
and it is feared a number of passen­ 
gers in the tw’o cars were drowned. 
In Ak ron more than five 
hundred 
families are homeless, the rubber fac­ 
tories were forced to close down, rail­ 
road and trolley traffic is 
paraly zed 
and it is feared that the big state 
reservoir south of the city will break . 
Only one death, that of a lineman, who 
was electrocuted, w’as reported. 
Day ton Under Martial Law. 
Da>"ton is under m artial law'. Three 
companies of the Ohio National Guard 
are aiding the police in rescuing fam­ 
ilies from flood-menaced homes. 
The first direct word out of the city 
after the break ing of the levee was a 
long-distance telephone 
message 
to 
Richmond, Ind., from Frank 
Purvi- 
ance, an employ e of the Terre Haute, 
Indianapolis & Eastern Traction com­ 
pany at Day ton. 
Eight thousand per­ 
sons, he said, had been drowned there. 
“They ’re dy ing lik e 
rats in 
their 
homes; bodies 
are washing 
around 
the streets, and there is no relief in 
Big ht,’’ Purviance said. 
Telephone communication with Day ­ 
ton w'as established for a few minutes, 
then was brok en 
again. 
Purviance 
said w ater stood twenty to forty feet 
in some of the streets. 
Bodies Floating in Streets. 
A telephone operator in the Day ton 
office, who established 
communica­ 
tion with Richmond for a few minutes, 
said bodies were floating past the win­ 
dow of the office. The operator begged 
the local offices to send an appeal for 
aid to Governor Cox of Ohio. 
The telephone operator at Liberty , 
O., a small town west of Day ton, es­ 
tablished communication with the lo­ 
cal exchange for a few' moments. He 
reiterated the story told by the Day ­ 
ton operator. Just before the wire to 
Liberty failed the op erator said 
the 
levee near the Main street bridge had 
just gone out and the w ater was pour­ 
ing into the town lik e a tidal wave, 
de ask ed that aid be rushed to 
the 
town. 
30,000 Are Homeless. 
Railway officials at Xenia, 25 miles 
east of Day ton, received word that 30,- 
000 persons were homeless In Day ton, 
that a number had been 
k illed 
and 
that the w ater was 15 feet deep m the 
business section of the city . 
At that 
time it still W'as raining and the river 
rising. 
A relief train from Xenia w'as start­ 
ed to Day ton loaded with supplies. 
Rod Cross officials are being rushed 
to the city from Cincinnati to direct 
the rescue work . 
The telephone operator at 
Phone- 
town, eight miles north 
of 
Day ton, 
said that reports from Day ton 
were 
that there was nine feet of w ater on 
Main street, and the water rising. The 
Central Union depot is surrounded by 
water and the employ es cannot get 
out. 
Looters Shoot Down People. 
The W estern Union operator at Dod­ 
son, O., say s the office is filled with 
men who have fled from Day ton. Loot­ 
ers are shooting people down in 
the 
streets, according to these refugees. 
Late y esterday afternoon a 
y oung 
woman telephone operator at D a/ton, 
was in direct 
communication 
with 
Governor Cox, at Columbus. She said 
she was the last person remaining in 
the exchange building, and that there 
were seven feet of w ater in the main 
street at that time. 
As she was talk ing, she 
said 
the 
Leonard building across the street, op­ 
posite the city hall, collapsed. Scores 
of persons were believed to have been 
n the building at the time. 
Situation Is Appalling. 
Frank Brandon, 
vice-president 
of 
Day ton, Lebanon & Cincinnati 
rail­ 
road, succeeded 
in 
establishing 
a 
telegraph w'ire from Day ton to Leba­ 
non. He said that the situation is ap­ 
palling and bey ond all control. 
“According to my advices the situ­ 
ation beggars description,” said 
Mr. 
Brondaii. “W’hat the people need most 
is boats. 
The w ater is high In every 
street and assistance late this after­ 
noon was simply out of the question. 


My superintendent a t Day ton told me 
that at least sixty had perished and 
probably a great many more, at 
the 
» ame time assuring me that unless 
Bomething that closely approached a 
miracle happened the death list would 
run considerably higher. 
“We are rigging up i^everal special 
trains and will mak e every effort pos­ 
sible to get into Day ton.” 
The greater loss of life is supposed 
to have occurred a couple of hours 
later, when the crest 
of the 
flood 
reached the city . 
Levee Brok e Early Tuesday . 
The first break in the levee protect­ 
ing the city occurred about six o’clock 
Tuesday morning. By noon the levee 
had brok en in three places and 
the 
business section of the city was five to 
six feet under water. 
The river was then at the highest 
stage it has reached in 40 y ears and 
still rising. 
The suburbs 
of 
Riverdale, 
West 
Side and North Day ton, were entirely 
under water and in the downtown sec­ 
tion St. Clair, Em m ett 
and 
Second 
streets were flooded. 
Governor Orders Out Troops. 
Columbus, O., March 
26.—“If our 
worst fears are confirmed It 
will be 
necessary for us to call on the outside 
world for tents and supplies in order 
to mak e provision for the w’orst ca­ 
lamity that ever 
has 
befallen this 
state,” said Gov. Jam es M. Cox in a 
telegram he sent to a New York new's- 
paper. 
.The governor also informed the pa­ 
per that troops were ordered out for 
duty in the capital city and that the 
naval reserves were dispatched 
from 
Toledo to Piqua. The 
Day ton 
com­ 
panies are on duty in 
that city , he 
said. 
The Cincinnati companies, presuma­ 
bly , the governor said in his message, 
w’ould be dispatched to Hamilton and 
Middletown, which lie in the 
Miami 
valley and which sent out distress sig­ 
nals. 
State Aid for Strick en. 
At the suggestion of Governor Cox 
a bill was drawn and was presented to 
the legislature today by Representa­ 
tive Low'rie, appropriating $250,000 for 
relief of the flood sufferers 
of 
the 
state. 
Governor Cox sent out appeals for 
aid to the governors of all the border 
states of Ohio, including Pennsy lvania, 
W est Virginia, Michigan, ‘Indiana and 
Kentuck y . Tents and 
provisions are 
badly needed, according to the 
gov­ 
ernor’s appeal. 
Columbus Hard Hit. 
At least 10,000 persons are home­ 
less, 
thousands 
of 
dollars’ 
worth 
of 
property 
have 
been 
destroy ed 
and 
the 
west 
side 
of 
Columbus 
is 
cut 
off 
from 
the 
remainder 
of the city as the result of the 
flood from the Scioto and Olentangy 
rivers. 
The light plant is shut down, 
the city is in dark ness; the w ater sup­ 
ply is practically cut off and mk ny in­ 
dustrial 
and 
business 
houses 
are 
closed. 
Rain has been pouring down 
all day and continued unabated and 
the situation here is hourly 
grow'ing 
worse. 
The bridges across the Scioto river 
Ht Tow’n street and State street were 
swept out during the afternoon and 
the Broad street bridge is in imminent 
danger. 
Trains Cease Running. 
Railroad trains and interurban cars 
have ceased running and local street 
cars have been completely abandaned 
by 
the flooding of 
power 
houses. 
Railroad track s and bridges have been 
washed out, telephone and telegraph 
wires are down in every direction, cut­ 
ting off the city from news from sur­ 
rounding towns which it 
is 
k nown 
have suffered heavy property damage, 
if not loss of life. 
The Scioto river is rising above the 
city at the rate of three-tenths of a 
foot an 
hour. 
W eather Forecaster 
Smith said that the river will continue 
to rise all night. 
Views of the submerged W est side 
from sk y scrapers show that a number 
of buildings have collapsed. 
Several 
isolated fires are also seen in various 
sections, but the firemen are helpless 
to reach them, owing to the high wa­ 
ter. 
Fire Menaces the City . 
Rescue 
work 
among 
W est 
side 
homes is being pushed rapidly . 
Dur­ 
ing the night Columbus w'as in dark ­ 
ness and militiamen assisted the po­ 
lice in patroling the city . 
A 
grave 
danger from fire confronts the city , as 
the water supply is shut off. 
The hoard of health has issued a 
warning to people to boil all city wa­ 
ter they use for drink ing purposes un­ 
til further notice. 
Property loss is enormous and loss 
of life is feared. 
Several drownings 
have been reported, but none has been 
absolutely confirmed. 
Many public buildings 
have been 
thrown open to house the homeless. 
The state capitol and Memorial 
hall 
are among the largest of these. 
A resolution was introduced in the 
legislature appropriating $100,000 for 
the immediate relief of the flood suf­ 
ferers in Ohio. 
Thousands for Relief. 
A public subscription list has been 
opened by the newspapers and $10,000 
was subscribed in less than an hour. 
The waters of Buck ey e lak e, a pleas­ 


ure resort east of this city , are rising 
80 rapidluy that 
it is believed 
the 
bank s will have to be cut to save the 
thpusands of acres of la^nd in that 
flooded and the residents are all mov­ 
ing out. 
If the bank s are cut it means great 
danger to Newark , as the south fork 
river derives all the overflow w ater 
from the lak e and flows in a narrow 
valley to Newark . 
Railroads Suffer Heav ily . 
Cinelnnati, 
March 
26.—Railroads 
throughout this state and Indiana have 
suffered enormous losses 
from 
the 
ravages of Monday ’s great storm and 
the floods which followed i t 
It will 
be week s before the traffic is rescued 
from the alm ost hopeless tangle into 
wrhlch it has been thrown by the nu­ 
merous washouts, brok en bridges and 
train wreck s at different points on 
the main lines and also on those used 
for suburban and interurban traffic. 
All the large rivers of 
the 
two 
states are in a flooded condition and 
new break s In the track s are being re­ 
ported almost hourly . Several serious 
train wreck s have occurred, In which 
at least a dozen lives were lost. 
Cleveland reports that interurban 
traffic is absolutely paraly zed because 
of the principal bridges over the Cuy a­ 
hoga river having been swept away . 
Track s Fifteen Feet Under W ater. 
The W abash river in Indiana is at 
the highest point in 30 y ears, some 
parts of the Fort W ay ne & Northern 
Indiana track s being covered to 
a 
depth of 15 feet. The river is still ris­ 
ing rapidly . 
Pennsy h^ania railroad train No. 3, 
west-bound, crashed through the Big 
Four bridge over the Bad river at 
W est Liberty , near Bellefontaine, O., 
and two men were seriously injured. 
The engine and one 
Pullman 
were 
dashed Into the river, but luck ily the 
water was shallow at this point and' 
the passengers were rescued by the 
train crew. One man, thought to have 
been drowned, was found a mile away 
from the accident. Owing to the weak ­ 
ened condition of many small bridges 
on their own line, the Pennsy lvania 
train had been sent over the Big Pour 
track s.

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500 Dead at Peru, Indiana. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
March 
26.—A 
Btate-wide flood, appalling In its im­ 
mensity and terrify ing in the swift­ 
ness in which it came, claimed 500 or 
more lives, made nearly 200.000 home­ 
less and has done property damage of 
more than $20.000,000 in Indiana. 
Governor Ralston received a 
mes­ 
sage from Peru say ing that the flood 
there cost several hundred lives. Cof­ 
fins were ask ed for. 
“From what ray informant said there 
may be as many as 500 drowned in 
Peru,” Governor Ralston said. 
“I requested Senator Fleming to get 
coffins, and learned there w'ere only 
fifty in Fort W’ay ne, but we hope to 
get sufficient in Richmond and W a­ 
bash. 
I understand the survivors at 
Peru are huddled within two block s 
and in great distress. I have ordered 
a car load of food and the Fort Way ne 
citizens are sending another car of 
provisions.” 
Helpless from the first rush of wa­ 
ters, which caught the state unpre­ 
pared, the following desperate fight to 
save life and property seemed incon­ 
sequential. 
In many places it was too late to 
avert the overflow, but attention was 
turned to rescuing persons trapped in 
their homes and heroic work only has 
k ept down the death list.

To build the monument the national 
government and the governments of 
nine states contributed a fund of 
about $700,000, wHh a view of securing 
a monument after a design that would 
be a departure from the usual stereo­ 
ty ped and uninteresting memorials 


that dot every 
park and 
historic 
space in our broad land. 
The com­ 
petition for the selection of an archi­ 
tect was so arranged that eighty -ono 
leading members of the profession 
from all p arts of the country were 
perm itted to submit designs to the 
national commission of fine arts. The 
commission to design and supervise 
the erection of the memorial was 
awarded to Messrs. J. H. Freedlander 
and A. D. Sey mour. Jr., of New York . 
At Put-inBay , where Perry ’s squad­ 
ron lay before the battle and where 
he returned with the captured British 
ships, will be laid out a plaza, 1,000 
feet long and 20ff feet wide. 
In the 
center of this great space is to be 
reared a simple shaft In the form of 
a Doric column towering 320 feet 
and 
surmounted 
by 
a 
powrerful 
m ariner’s light to illuminate the wa­ 
ters. 
Flank ing the shaft at one end of the 
plara will stand a mudeum of historic 
relics, and at the other a statue sur­ 
rounded by a colonnade to commemo­ 
rate the century of peace between this 
country and Great Britain.—New York 
Evening Sun.

Sunday. 


INJURED LIST HEAVY 


Whole Blocks Are Wiped Out 
and Troops Guard Ruins of 
the City— $75,000 Res­ 
cue Fund Raised.

Omaha, Neb., March 25.—One hun­ 
dred and fifty known dead and more 
jtiian three hundred injured is the toll 
of the tornado that swept Omaha’s res­ 
idence district at 5:45 o’clock Sunday 
n ig ht 
These figures were furnished by the 
committee of fifty that is in charge of 
« rescue work. 
But the death list is 
ateadily mounting as bodies are recov­ 
ered. Conservative estimators believe 
that the tragedy roll w’ill not go under 
Í60; that the injured list will mount 
to 400, and of these latter there will be 
a large percentage of fatalities. 
Thb work of rescue is going forward 
rapidly and under excellent organiza­ 
tion. 
The workers are federal and 
Btate troops, policemen, firemen and a 
picked corps of volunteers. 
The general public is being kept rig­ 
idly from the 
devastated 
zone, 
al­ 
though there have been no attempts 
a t looting such as were 
feared 
by 
'Mayor Dahlman when he sent his ap­ 
peal Bunday night to Governor Moor­ 
head that first apprised the country of 
•the horror into which the city had 
fceen plunged. 
Death Ro ll Gro wing. 
The death roll will not be complete 
until at 
least 
another 
twenty-four 
hours has passed. Several days prob­ 
ably will be required to gather the 
^ag ic details from the small towns 
and villages that were In the path of 
the tornado in Iowa and Nebraska. 
Today 8,000 men, w'^omen and chil­ 
dren are homeless. 
They are being 
cared for in hotels and 
In 
private 
homes that were thrown open even be­ 
fore Mayor Dahlman issued his ap­ 
peal to the citizenry to care for the 
stricken. 
Approximately 1,000 homes 
have 
tbeen razed and 1,250 buildings, in­ 
cluding those totally destroyed, are 
damaged. Expert insurance men place 
¡the loss at between $5,000,000 and 
($8,000,000. 
Residence sections alone 
suffered. 
The greatest loss was in a 
section of moderate priced homes. The 
business heart of the city escaped en­ 
tirely. 
Residence Sectio n Suffers. 
The tornado traveled in a northeast­ 
erly direction and first swept down on 
Ralston, 
a 
manufacturing 
suburb, 
three miles west of South Omaha. It 
struck the city limits of Omaha at the 
Field club, in the southwest sect 
and plowed a pat^ six blocks wi» . 
straight through vae city three and 
one-half miles in length. , 
The tornado area was 
from 
the 
southwest limits, across the west side 
of the city, which Included the west 
residence section, the most fashion­ 
able residence district, which was al­ 
most completely destroyed, and thence 
to the north section, where the death 
toll 
was 
greatest. 
After 
twisting 
across the northeast line of the city 
the tornado freakishly doubled back 
across the Missouri river, wrecking 
the Illinois Central bridge and tearing 
through Council Bluffs, where at least 
six persons were killed 
and 
great 
property loss caused. 
The w’onder in the mind of every 
person who has seen the blocks and 
blocks of ruins, the shapeless heaps 
of wreckage that 
were 
houses and 
has learned 
the 
authenticated 
in­ 
stances by 
which the houses were 
blown from 
their 
foundations 
and 
dashed, four 
stories 
high, 
against 
sturdier structures, and of the 
tum­ 
bling about of locomotives in 
the 
Missouri Pacific roundhouse like shut­ 
tlecocks of the wind, is that the death 
list is not greater. 
One explanation brought forwaT*d is 


that the tornado came at an hour when 
a g^reat percentage of the people were 
on the streets, and that many more 
than the usual number had responded 
to the lure of the Easter parade, de­ 
spite the impending storm. Before the 
storm there had not been even a puff 
of wind. 
All Omaha hospitals are filled with 
injured. Scores of these are unidenti­ 
fied and other scores are unconscious. 
Many physicians from nearby cities 
have responded to the calls for aid, 
and there seems adequate provision 
for the maimed. 
Mayor Dahlman led the city commis­ 
sioners in a grant of $25,000 for emer­ 
gency work, and business men wuthin 
a few hours raised $75,000. Omaha 
will handle her own charity if she 
can and it is not likely that outside re­ 
lief w ill be sought. 
While it still raged the streets in the 
stricken section were a bedlam of pan­ 
ic-stricken people fleeing from the tor­ 
rent of flying bricks and timber, while 
building after building crashed into 
the streets. 
institute a Death Ho use. 
The Child Saving institute at 619 
South Forty-second street was a verit­ 
able death house within half an hour 
after the storm struck. 
Every avail­ 
able room there was pressed into ser­ 
vice as one after another of the dead 
were brought into the place. 
Scenes of greatest distress are being 
enacted at all of the morgues and hos­ 
pitals. 
In the confusion many per­ 
sons are reported 
as 
missing who 
doubtless have found refuge, but their 
relatives are vainly seeking them 
among the dead and injured. Three 
United States troops from the nearby 
fort are aiding the rescuers. 
Fiv e Killed at Chicago . 
Chicago, 
March 
25.—Five 
were 
killed, fully 100 were injured, several 
of them perhaps fatally, and a prop­ 
erty loss which will exceed $500,000 
was caused by the terrific storm that 
swept Chicago Monday. 
Twenty-five houses were lifted from 
their foundations and were blown over, 
injuring many and rendering hundreds 
homeless. 
Window’s were blowm in, 
telephone and telegrhph poles were 
broken and general havoc w’as wrought 
in all sections of the city by the ter­ 
rific wind and the heavy downpour of 
rain. 
Find 2 4 Dead in Terre Haute. 
Terre Haute, Ind, March 25.—Twen­ 
ty-four victims of the tornado which 
swept the southern part of Terre 
Haute and Vigo county Sunday night, 
had been identified and 
more than 
seventy-five injured were being cared 
for in Improvised hospitals. 
Several 
more bodies are expected to be found 
when the ruins of 200 homes, leveled 
by the storm, have been cleared away. 
In the city and in all Vigo county, the 
death list may reach fifty. 
At the request of Mayor Gerhardt, 
Governor Ralston ordered out Com­ 
pany B of the Indiana National Guard, 
to patrol the devastated district and 
help in the rescue work. 
More than 
150 persons were made homeless by 
the twister, and the city council appro­ 
priated $500 to start a relief fund. 
Telephone messages reaching here 
from Prairieton, nine 
miles 
south, 
state that nearly every house In the 
town had been 
destroyed, and that 
many homes between here and that 
place had been leveled. 
Torrential rains accompanied 
the 
tornado, and probably saved many per­ 
sons, pinned in the wreckage, 
from 
burning to death as electric wires and 
lightning fired several parts of the 
debris.

Facto ry It Demo lished. 
The Root glass factory was demol­ 
ished and the Gartland foundry was 
severely damaged. 
The glass plant 
employed 300 men, and the loss Is es­ 
timated at $60,000. 
The storm was accompanied by a se­ 
vere electrical display and rain that al­ 
most equaled a cloudburst. 
Crossed 
wires 
and lightning started

throughout the debris, but they were 
quenched by the heavy rain. 
Lightning set fire to many houses.

The maimed were rushed

Indiana Mining To wn Wiped Out. 
Perth, a mining town ten miles west 
of here, was practically wiped out by 
the tornado. 
Many persons were in­ 
jured, but no loss of life has been re­ 
ported. The property loss is estimated 
at $50,000. 
Nebraksa It Swept. 
Lincoln, Neb., March 25.—A tor­ 
nado, forming near Greenwood, sw’ept 
over the eastern part of the state 
Sunday night, causing the death of 
at least twenty persons besides those 
at Omaha, while ten others are miss­ 
ing and over a hundred are injured. 
Yutan, sixteen miles north of Ashland, 
suffered most severely of any city. 
With the water works out of commis­ 
sion at that place, a fire started and 
the entire place was threatened with 
destruction} 
Heav iest Lo ss Near Greenwo o d. 
Valley Still, north of Yutan, was 
hard hit. Property running into thou­ 
sands of dollars was destroyed by the 
wind.

Wilson reluctantly assented to the ex­ 
pressed determination of Chairman 
McCombs of the national Democratic 
committee to decline the proffered 
French ambasasdorship. In a state­ 
ment on Saturday expressing his high 
regard for Mr. McCombs, the presi­ 
dent declared that the diplomatic serv­ 
ice of the United States is unneces­ 
sarily hampered by the fact that only 
men who have time and means to 
leave their business find themselves 
able to serve the government abroad. 
The president’s statement follows: 
“f am very sorry, indeed, that Mr. 
McCombs cannot accept the appoint­ 
ment to France. 
I w’as particularly 
rnx-oir. that he should. 
My admira­ 
tion of his ability, my knowledge of 
his singular capacity for grasping coin- 
ple.x situations, my confidor.co in his 
taci and resourcefulness as well as my 
Dilecció n for him and the irtlm ate re- 
latii Ks that of couise exist between 
us, cjmbine to make my disappoint­ 
ment very great indeed. 
But I of 
course appreciate the force of the rea­ 
son he gives. 
He would hav? accept­ 
ed at an unreas.onable sacrifice and I 
could not further prcsF the ö fter upon 
him 
“Jt Ij a great pity that the country 
bas lo ask such sacrifices of those 
who arc invited to serve it abroad—a 
sarvice which every 
year 
becomes 
more exacting and 
more important. 
The sacrifice of time, of money and of 
opiYoriunity at homo is very serious 
for any but men of large means and 
leisure and the diplomatic service is 
unnecessarily hampered.” 
The salary of an ambassador Is $17,- 
.500 a year and an expert opinion giv­ 
er. here by John Barrett, who has been 
in the diplomatic service as minister 
and is now director of the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Union, is that $25,000 is the « least 
that cnc can spend and maintain the 
dignity of an embasay. 
Even at that 
figure the ambassador 
or 
minister 
would be $8,000 in debt to his salary 
at least at the end of every year. 
Washington, March 22.—Out of har­ 
mony with the new 
administration’s 
far eastern policy and vexed by the 
“unnecessary haste” in publishing a 
statement on the Chinese loan before 
it had been advised of its character, 
Huntington Wilson, acting secretary 
of state, resigned on Thursday. 
In a long letter to President Wilson 
he set forth his grievances, and the 
impropriety of trying to act as spokes- 
man for policies with which he is not 
in accord, and demanded that the re 
Ignation as assistant secretary of st' ..e, 
which he submitted on March 4, be ef­ 
fective at once. 
The president at once 
designated 
Second Assistant Secretary Adee to 
act as secretary of state in Mr. Bry­ 
an’s absence, while it is probable that 
John Bassett Moore will be appointed 
counselor of the

department 
with authority as an assistant secre­ 
tary. In accepting the resignation of 
Huntington 
Wilson, 
the 
president 
made no reply to the statements in the 
tetter of resignation.

El Paso, Tex., March 24.—Mexicans 
arriving at Juarez from the south as­ 
serted they were a part of a firing 
squad which executed Abraham Gon­ 
zales, governor of Chihuahua under 
the Madero government, a fortnight 
ago. 
(R>nzales was killed under the 
notorious “fugitive law,” these Mex­ 
icans declare. 
The Chihuahua governor, his self- 
proclaimed 
executioners 
say,

killed 
before arriving at Torreon 
while on his way from 
Chihuahua 
City to Mason City, where he was to 
lave been placed on trial for an al­ 
leged revolutionary plot. 
At Jlminez tho 
ex-govemor 
was 
separated from six other prisoners 
and alone in a single car drawn by 
an engine was hurried south. 
At a 
quiet place north of Torreon he was 
removed from the car and shot, say 
the men wljo admit being presenL 
Gonzales had been missing since 
his removal from Chihuahua nearly 
three weeks ago. 
San Francisco, March 2 2 .—*T am In 
a position to prove that President Ma­ 
dero was shot to death and Vice-Presi­ 
dent Suarez was strangled in the na­ 
tional palace by the Huerta revolution- 
ists hours before the shots were fired 
on them In the street,” said Col. Max^ 
nel Blanche Alcade, publisher of the 
newspaper New Era, In Mexico City, 
who reached this city wHh his family 
on the steamer Acapulco on Friday. 
Colonel Alcalde described himself as 
an intimate friend of Madero.

mission In this country, he said, would

“She's the first calf; guess we'll 
no t raise her.” Who has no t heard a 
dairyman say this! 
No w, why this 
aversio n to the “first calf?” It is be­ 
cause the yo ung mo ther was no t suffi­ 
ciently mature to transmit a stro ng, 
vigo ro us co nstitutio n to her o ffspring. 
Ho rsemen k no w that they get the 
healthiest and mo st vigo ro us co lts 
fro m full gro wn, well matured mares. 
No w. this questio n o f maturity is 
Just as impo rtant to plant life as it is 
to animal. 
The stro ngest and mo st 
vigo ro us co m plant co mes fro m the 
k ernel o f co m that was fully fllle< 
and ripened when the ear was pick ed. 
Wheat, o ats and o ther grains o f best 
vitality always co me fro m the grain 
that has been fully matured when o ut. 
Ontario 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Statio n has been co nducting experi­ 
ments relative to date o f cutting o r 
maturity o f winter wheat fo r severa 
years, and repo rts that seed fro m 
well matured grain pro duce a greater 
¡yl^d o f bo th grain and straw, and a 
heavier weight per bushel o f grain 
than seed fro m immature grain. 
The teed is the tiny infant pUnt 
;wlth its first fo o d wrapped abo ut It. 
Ilf that first fo o d is sho rt in quanUty. 
the plant must o f necessity suffer. 
The dangers 
o f 
immaturity are 
many. Immature co m causes serio us 
tso uble when harvested and shipped 
If fro st strik es immature grain o f 
any k ind, it serio usly destro ys the life 
o f the grain. 
No w, ho w Is the farmer to guard 
against this Immaturity? 
First by 
gro wing a variety o f co m and o ther 
cro ps that will mature within the 
gro wing seaso n at his dispo sal There 
is no sense in bringing so uthern co m 
up to the no rthern part o f the co m 
belt and expect it to mature. Of 
co urse, the so uthern 
co unties can 
gro w lo nger, larger ears o f co m than 
the no rthern co unties. They have 200 
to 250 ^ays o f a gro wing seaso n, while 
many no rthern co unties ^have little 
mo re than 150 gro wing days free o f 
fro st 
Second, see that 
the element of 
plant food that effects the maturity 
of‘the com is In sufficient abundance 
in the soil. You can’t get good horse 
spirit out of corn, or wheat, or ry e. 
The horse must hav e oats. They con­ 
tain the v ital essential element of 
"ginger.” 
Just so does phosphoric 
acid for the com, wheat, oats, etc. 
As sure as night follows day , there 
were thousands of bushels of imma­ 
ture com In the corn belt last winter 
for no other reason than 
that the 
av ailable phosphoric acid of tbe soil 
was insufficient to tbs needs of the 
plant 
The balance of plant food most 
be 
kept up if high y ielding crops o f su­ 
perior quality are to be pro duced

at the extra sessio n except that relat­ 
ing to the tariff. 
If present plans o f 
the natio nal Demo cracy are carried to 
their lo gical end it seems that all leg­ 
islative matters o f great natio nal mo ­ 
ment will be co nslcfered by co ngress 
singly. 
There are reaso ns fo r the present 
planning o f the Demo crats co ncerning 
the manner o f handling the larger leg­ 
islative pro blems. It is apparent that 
the president, and the leaders 
with 
him, do no t wish to have the co u ntry’s 
attentio n divided between the two 
ho u ses o f co ngress when vitally impo r­ 
tant matters are u p fo r co nsideratio n. 
So me o ne has called this plan “the 
watch o n the senate.” 
In o rder to explain clearly ju st what 
the plan invo lves, let the su bject o f the 
tariff be taken. 
The ho u se will co n­ 
sider tariff legislatio n, will pass the 
bills and then will send them o ver to 
the senate. No w if the ho u se, after it 
gets thro u gh with the 
tariff, sho u ld 
take u p so me o ther piece o f natio nal

FARMERS STANDING PAT 


Hold an Enthusiastic Meeting 
and Vote to Wait Further 
Develop ments

ev er 
held 
in 
Illinois 
occurred 
at 
Springfield, J anuary 13. 
It was held 
under the auspices of 
the 
Illinois 
Highway 
Improv ement 
association. 
W. G. Edens of Chicago is president. 
This particular meeting was worked 
up by the Illinois Manufacturers* as­ 
sociation. 
The two sessions were at­ 
tended by about 6 00 good roads en­ 
thusiasts from all parts of the state, 
representing ev ery business interest. 
Chambers of commerce 
sent 
their 
representativ es, 
farmers 
were 
on 
hand, the automobile people presented 
their side of the question, the bankers 
described the work that their state 
SiSsociatlon is try ing to do to better 
agricultural conditions, the federation 
of woman’s clubs was on hand, the 
Univ ersity of Illinois sent 
Wilhelm 
Miller ov er with his splendid sterepp- 
ticon lecture showing how the roads 
of this state may easily be beautified. 
The most interesting discussion of 
the whole meeting and the one of by 
far the greatest importance, was the 
consideration of the Tice bill which 
will be introduced iiito the legislature 
of the present session. 
Mr. Tice was 
present and made a v ery concise state­ 
ment of the principal features of his 
bill, then answered numerous ques­ 
tions which* were propounded 
Ev ery 
phase of the problem was considered. 
In brief the Tice bill prov ides for: 
Creation of a state highway depart­ 
ment, the ex ecutiv e of which is to be 
a state highway 
commissioner, 
ap­ 
pointed by the gov ernor. 
State to hav e full authority in con­ 
struction of all highway s and bridges 
builded by state aid, and after com­ 
pleting the highway s and bridges to 
be under control and management of 
state highway department and whoHy 
maintained by the state. 
Uniform s^stero of construction and 
maintaining public highw’ay s. 
Forty feet to be standard width of 
all p ublic hig hway s, subject to top o- 
i|rap hical conditions. 
County board to g rant the rig ht and 
fix the comp ensation for use of any 
p art of state and roads fiy p ublic util­ 
ities, subject to ap p rov al by state de­ 
p artm ent.

From all ov er the state come ex ­ 
p ressions of desire to imp rov e Illinois 
roads 
Mr. S. E. Bradt of DeKalb p re­ 
sented an admirable p ap er 
on 
the 
financial end of road imp rov ement. 
Mr. C. A. 
of Champ aig n, and 
rep resenting th- Champ aig n chamber 
of commerce, stated that eig ht y ears 
ag o it was a risky thing to mention 
road 
imp rov ement 
in 
Champ aig n 
county . 
He called attention to the 
fact that when a committee of ex ­ 
p erts v isited that county and p resent­ 
ed the m atter to the farmers, they 
were all but mobbed, and. strang e to 
say , y lie chief objection was made by 
one of the p rofessors in the univ ersity 
of Illinois. 
Today 
the 
farm ers 
in 
Champ aig n county are beg inning to 
realize that they must hav e better 
roads if the resources of the county 
are to be fully dev elop ed. 
This seemed to be 
the 
messag e 
from almost ev ery 
section 
of 
the 
country , and while there undoubtedly 
will be considerable objection to the 
Tice bill, it is in my op inion a beg in­ 
ning that will result in g reat benefit 
to Illinois. 
I am free to confess that 
up to this time I hav e been decidedly 
op p osed to the p rop ag anda carried on 
by certain interests looking toward 
the making of hard roads in Illinois 
The m atter has now been wmrked out 
up on a business basis, 
and 
while 
many farmers will be op p osed to it, 
I am of the op inion that if the m atter 
is studied carefully , it will be seen 
that it will bo of benefit to ev ery body 
concerned 
The rate of tax ation will 
not be hiah and the increased v alue 
of lands b cause of better roads will 
more than comp ensate for the larg er 
tax bill. 
It is a m atter which I am 
sure oug ht to be studied 
v ery , v ery 
carefully , not only by the p eop le who 
liv e in the country , but by the p eop le 
w'ho liv e In the cities. 
Mr. Tice’s bill, as 
stated 
abov e, 
p rov ides that where a county asks 
for state aid and where the state en­ 
gineer or commissioner ap p rov es of a 
certain road imp rov ement, 50 p er cent 
of the ex pense is borne by the state. 
Now farmers say that 
they hav e to 
bear the greater part 
of this tax bur­ 
den. 
This is not so. 
As a matter 
of fact 27 % per cent of the general 
tax es in Illinois is paid by farmers 
and the remainder by the other in­ 
terests. so that the farmers 
would be 
ex ceedingly foolish If they should op­ 
pose this Tice bill, which means so 
much toward increasing land v alues, 
reducing cost of marketing crops, all 
of which will make liv ing 
in 
the 
country much more attractiv e. 
It is 
a far-reaching problem, and I am sure 
that the farmers in Illinois are fair- 
minded enough to giv e it close study .
